Chrysler, the other member of 
the “big three.” expects to lay off 
53.500 employes by Monday and 
an additional 14.500 by the end of 
next week. Most of the workers 
are in Detroit area plants. 
The Briggs Manufacturing Co., 
a supplier to Chrysler and other 
auto manufacturers, laid off 16,-

Layoffs are also expected at the 
Packard Motor Car Co. 
Steel strike shortages have also 
idled workers at Nash Motors and 
Studebaker.

Mrs. Stevens, 60-year-old m oth­ 
er of nine children, was dragged 
bodily from her five room farm 
hou^e by a deputy and two speci­ 
ally deputized 
trained 
nurses. 
Fighting desperately, she was fin­ 
ally subdued and taken to H ub­ 
bard Memorial hospital 
in 
Bad 
Axe. 
There Dr. Ira D. CcCoy, her per­ 
sonal physician said she was suf­ 
fering from shock, bruises and a 
partial nevrous collapse. 
In the same hospital was Doro­ 
thy Stevens, her 22 
year 
old 
daughter. The daughter said she 
was suffering from a wrenched 
neck and sprained hip. 
In Lapeer 
Memorial 
hospital 
over night was Ron Reedy, 200- 
pound deputy sheriff 
who 
was 
struck on the jaw by the wildly 
swinging Mrs. Stevens. Reedy was 
examined for a possibly fractured 
jaw but later was released. 
A special deputy, Lawrence Sul­ 
livan, received a possible fractured 
rib but was not kept in the hospi­ 
tal. 
Sons Locked Up 
Jailed were two of Mrs. Stev­ 
ens’ sons, Donald A. Stevens, 29 
and Kendrick, 26. Both were held 
in.the Genesee county jail at Flint 
for investigation of assault. 
The eviction started in appar­ 
ent good order at 6:55 a. rn. yes­ 
terday when a sheriff’s force seiz­ 
ed the widow’s property. But Mrs. 
Stevens sat grimly in her living 
room for more than eight hours. 
She said she would not budge un­ 
til all of her belongings were re ­ 
moved, including 500 bales of hay 
in the barn. 
Finally with half of her proper­ 
ty at Kendrick’s nearby farm and 
the other half deposited in a field 
across from her 
home, 
Sheriff 
Clark Gregory 
approached 
the 
widow and asked: 
“Do you want us to carry you 
out. Mrs. Stevens, or will you walk 
out?” 
After more argument, the nurses 
approached 
and 
grabbed 
Mrs. 
Stevens’ arm. The widow remon- 
started and son Kendrick rushed 
into the room. 
Before he could reach his moth­ 
er’s side Kendrick was hit by a 
special deputy and fell with him to 
the floor swinging wildly. Donald 
Stevens, a 2U0 pound ex-Murine, 
rushed in to join the 
fray 
and 
tangled with six deputies. 
Kicked In Face 
In a few seconds the house was 
in an uproar. Kendrick was felled 
and kicked in the face,according 
to witnesses. Subdued at least, the 
brothers were handcuffed and led 
off. But in a final burst Kendrick 
turned on special deputy Sullivan 
and knocked him 
asprawl 
the 
porch rail. 
The farmers 
began 
dispersing 
soon after midnight and Hie ten­ 
sion drained off. But at 6 a. rn., 


today another farm er’s car ap­ 
peared and undersheriff Neal Gass 
said he had heard 
reports 
the 
neighbors would try again to re ­ 
instate Mrs. Stevens. 
The widow was quickly replac­ 
ed in the farm by a new 'tenant, 
Richard Newman, 
26 
year 
old 
Flint fireman. Newman has a 15 
year lease from Mrs. Grace White, 
Lapeer attorney who 
purchased 
the property at a sheriff’s auc­ 
tion for $500. 
Mrs. Stevens lost title to the 
farm several years ago after re ­ 
fusing to pay a $172 assessment 
against the failure of the insurance 
association. 
Mrs. Stevens insists 
she never was a member of the 
association. 
Hers was one of two farms in 
this area involved in eviction pro­ 
ceedings brought by Mrs. White. 
In March, 1951, the brothers Cris 
and Paul Ziegenhardt were evict­ 
ed from their 240 acre farm but 
returned the same night with re­ 
inforcements and chased off the 
new tenants. 
Since then the farm has become 
Fort Ziegenhardt, a sandbagged 
headquarters in the farmers’ bat­ 
tle against the assessments. 
Mrs. White bought the Ziegen­ 
hardt farm for $13,500 at a sher­ 
iff’s auction. Early this week she 
turned down a plea 
from 
Gov. 
Williams to settle for her original 
investment in the two farms plus 
six per cent interest.

Republicans Must Heal Wounds 
To Elect Eisenhower President

Republicans have nom ­ 
inated General Eisenhower as their 
candidate for President in the November 
election, they face the problem of closing 
the wounds that developed in the most 
bitter 
pre-convention 
battle 
of 
many 
decades, 
Tile first approach to that end was made 
at the conclsuion of the balloting for the 
nomination when Eisenhower and Senator 
Taft met and 
exchanged 
compliments. 
Senator Taft pledged his support to Eisen­ 
hower and predicted 
that 
the 
general 
would win the presidential election. 
Barring a miracle, Eisenhower will win 
the presidency in November. He is a force­ 
ful figure, sufficiently liberal to attract a 
tremendous num ber of independent voters 
and even m any former Democrats

The Democrats ha' e been in power for 
20 long years. Undoubtedly one factor in 
Senator Taft's failure to win the nomina­

The American government has now done 
its part in the historic effort to bring G er­ 
m any into the family of free nations and 
to keep that country’s industrial might out 
of Russian grasp. Significant as this vic­ 
tory is. however, it is still the easiest part 
of the battle. 
When France begins parliam entary con- 
sideraHon of the Bonn pact, 
all the old 
French fears of Germany will rise to the 
surface. It will not be easy to sell the av­ 
erage Frenchman on the idea that the way 
to cope with G erm any’s strength is to com­ 
bine with it in free association. 
The hurdles will not 
be any lower in i father 
Britain. There the Labor 
governm ent’s re- ' - — ■ 
cent flurry over our bombing of power 
plants near the Yalu in North Korea are a 
tip-off. 
The 
Laborites 
believe 
that 
German 
unity takes precedence over all other is­ 
sues involving that country, and that re- 
arm am ent and linking of Bonn with NATO 
represent a damaging setback for the cause 
of unity. 
It will be Winston Churchill’s task to 
convince Britain that unity with Commu­ 
nist East Germany is hopeless at this time, 
and that the only safety for the Western 
World lies in the firm ties between West 
Gel many and the other free countries. 
Lastly, Germ any itself is a stiff obstacle. 
K urt Schum acher’s Socialists are dead set 
against all proposed peace 
and 
defense 
agreements. Here Germany nationalism is 
the force. 


To assure victory, however, the Repub­ 
lican organization must heal the wounds 
of the bitter 
pre-convention 
fight.
